The aeroplane illust rated has a wing span 
of 42 inches, and is powered by a miniature 
super-charged, two-cycle engine which do- 
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v clops /■ horse power at 7,500 revolutions 
per minute. It is described as a 1 -control 
type, to distinguish it from the tree-flight 
model. We should add that the 1"-control 
design permits the operator full control at 
all times. The plane can be made to take¬ 
off. climb, loop, dive and land at will. 

This is possible because of lines (fishing 
lines) which activate rudder, elevators, etc., 
at the will of the operator.
